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Regent Street, one of London’s most fashionable 
shopping thoroughfares, was laid out by Nash in 1813, 
and named after the then Prince Regent, afterwards 
George IV. Our view, from Oxford Circus, is looking 
north towards Langham Place and Queen’s Hall, where 
are held concerts at which the most popular artistes and 
vocalists of the day appear. 
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
